G.S.R. 291(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 11 
of the Salaries and Allowances of Ministers Act, 1952 (58 of 1952), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Ministers’ (Allowances, 
Medical Treatment and other Privileges) Rules, 1957, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Ministers’ (Allowances, Medical Treatment and 
other Privileges) Amendment Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 21st December, 1975. 

2 In rule 3 of Ministers' (Allowances, Medical Treatment and Other Privileges) Rules, 
1957, after clause (f) of sub-rule (2), the following clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(g) the Minister of Revenue and Banking, with effect from the 2 HI December. 

1975, a sumptuary allowance of Rs. 250 per mensem." 


Explanatory Memorandum 

Sumtuary allowance given to Ministers, who are not members of the Cabinet, is 
determined in each case having regard to the requirements of the particular assignment 
of the Minister. Formulation and consideration of the proposal for granting of sump¬ 
tuary allowance to the Minister of Revenue and Banking had taken tune and the amend¬ 
ment has therefore, to be given retrospective effect from the 21st December, 1975, It 
is certified that the interests of no one will be adversely affected by the amendment being 
given retrospective operation.
